N ancient skin-clad Tubal Cain, working 
over his naming forge in the twilight of 
the paleolithic age discovered how to temper 
iron — how to give it hardness and elasticity. 

Modern metallurgists have developed 
steels of almost inconceivable hardness and 
modern tool makers have been called upon 
to produce drills and tools that will cut them 
quickly, accurately, cleanly. High speed 
tools are the result. 

A high speed drill milled out from the 
round by the old cutting process is weak- 
ened structurally by the cutting away of the 
fibre of the steel; the waste is also great as 
the cost of the special steel is high. 

Here was born an idea — and that idea was 
named Celfor — now a healthy youth in the 
fullness of strength. 

Celfor drills are hand forged. The finest 
high speed steel is used. The drill is forged 
straight, reheated and twisted hot by an 
ingenious machine designed for that purpose. 

Celfor drills with two, three, or four flutes 
are formed by forging instead of milling, giv- 
ing great strength, conserving the material, 
making the steel denser.
